British Grant 14,000 Bread Units

LONDON, March 7 (UP)—The 
Food Ministry has granted Sir 
Anthony Doughty-Tichborne 14,000 
bread units to hold off an 800 
year-old curse which requires his 
family to give flour to every resi- 
dent of Alresford in Aylshire each 
March 25, it was disclosed today. 
The ministry at first refused the 
grant because of the 
shortage of bread, but relented. 
In 1150 the then Lady Tichborne. 
bedridden for years, was dying.

“No man can boss anyone else 
around in Congress,” Taft replied. 

„That's true of my union, too,” 
Lewis said. 

“No one can push around 245 
Congressmen and 51 Senators,” 
Taft continued, “You have to per- 
suade them,” 

“Methinks the Senator doth pro- 
test too much,” Lewis said, 


TRUMAN ALMOST

WACO, Tex., March 7 (AP)— 
President Harry Truman came to 
the aid of three relatives on his 
visit here yesterday.

WASHINGTON, March 7 (UP) 
— The Department of Justice 
moved today to insure quick can- 
cellation by John L. Lewis of a 
soft coal strike scheduled for 
April 1. 

Attorney General Tom C. Clark 
asked the Supreme Court to trans- 
mit “forthwith” to the United 
States District Court its decision 
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the Senate Labor Committee. 


LEWIS LAYS MINE 
DIFFICULTIES TO 
U BLACKJACK 


Tells Senators That Coal 
Operators ‘Are Very 
Happy With Things as 
They Are.’ 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP) 
—John L. Lewis told the Senate 
Labor Committee today that he 
has no suggestions “at this time” 


on: how to prevent, another nation- 
wide coal strike. 

The United Mine Workers’ lead: 
er made that statement in answer 
to a question by Chairman Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio. Lewis suggested to 
the committee that the miners’ 
differences with coal operators 
could be settled if the Government 
“would cease using a blackjack.” 

In answer to Taft’s question 
whether he has any suggestions 
for preventing a strike, Lewis said: 

No, I don't. That's a matter of 
litigation before the court. I doubt 
if I can make any contribution at 
this time.” 

He referred to an action pending 
in United States District. Court as 
to whether he has the right to ter- 
minate his union’s contract with 
the Government, which has been 
operating the mines. 


Taft asked what would happen 
to the mines and production when 
the Government relinquishes con- 
trol of the pits June 30. 

“I don’t have the answer to that, 
Senator,” Lewis replied, “because 
I don’t have power of attorney.” 
He did not elaborate, aithough 
presumably he meant he lacks 
authority to speak for the miners 
without specific instructions. 

Lewis said the coal operators 
“are very happy with things as 
they are.” He said they are clear- 
ing 45 cents a ton after all 
charges. 

That's about 3250, 000,000 profits 
each year —about $1,000,000 a day 
each operating day,” he said. In 
addition, they charge off another 
$1,000,000 a day. That makes it 
extremely profitable.“ He said 
the miners only want to share in 
the profits. 

Lewis said the “effect of recent 
intrusion of Government has been 
to arrést collective bargaining in 
the coal industry.” 

What's the matter with the 


coal industry? Nothing’s the mat- 


in the Lewis contempt case which 
directed the AFL United Mine 
Workers leader to withdraw his 
notice of contract termination 
with the Government. 

Ordinarily, it would take about 
25 days for the Supreme Court's 
mandate to reach United States 
District Judge.

WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP) 
~The Supreme Court's reversal of 
John L. Lewis appeared certain to- 
— to preserve peace in the coal 
fields this spring. 

In all probability, the miners 
will remain at their jobs at least 
until July 1, when the Government 
must return the seized mines to 
the soft coal operators. 

After Lewis testified before the 
Senate Labor Committee today, 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, told 
reporters the next coal strike ap- 
parently” will occur July 1. 

He said he based this opinion 
on Lewis's reply to a question 
whether the mine leader thinks 
the Smith-Connally Act will expire 
April 1 or July 1. This is the act 
under which the Government 
Seized possession of the coal 
mines. Taft said he asked the 
question “because I wanted to 
know when the next strike would 
come. He (Lewis) said he thought 
it expired July 1. So apparently 
it (the strike) is not going to be 
April 1 but July 1.” 

President Truman recently an- 
nounced the Smith-Connally Act 
will expire June 30. This means 
that the coal mines return to the 
private owners July 1 unless Con- 
gress passes some form of legis- 
lation that will permit the Gov- 
ernment to continue operating 
them, 

Taft's reference to April 1 evi- 
dently was an allusion to Lewis's 
instructions to his miners last De- 
cember to return to work through 
March 31. Until yesterday's Su- 
preme Court decision, there had 
been wide expectation that Lewis 
might call another mine shutdown 
April 1. 

Taking advantage of its respite, 
the Government is expected to re- 
double efforts to get Lewis's 
United Mine Workers and the op- 
erators into wage negotiations in 
the hope the mid-summer transfer 
will not bring another shutdown. 

The prime consideration is that 
the precedent-making coal strike 
case—even though Lewis and his 
union stand convicted of cOntempt 
—is not yet out of the courts. 

It is on this fact the likelihood 
rests that the 400,000 AFL miners 
will keep on digging coal for the 
next three and one-half months. 

Lewis would not reveal his plans 
at once. His lawyers could seek 
a rehearing. The Supreme Court 
seldom grants one, 

However, the court’s 7 to 2 de- 
cision definitely blocks any strike 
action until the case completes 
one. more major phase.

AUSTRALIA, BRITAIN URGE 
DELAY ON U.S. TRUSTEESHIP 


Former Proposes U. N. Security Council Set 
Up Committee to Discuss Plan for Jap- 
anese-Mandated Islands. 


LAKE SUCES, N. V., March 7 
(AP) — Australia suggested today 
that the United Nations ecurity 
Council set up a special committee 
to discuss a United States’ pro- 
posal to place the Japanese man- 
dated islands in the Pacific under 
a U.N. “strategic area” trustee- 
ship. 

Delegate Paul Hasluck made no 
formal proposal in emphasizing 
that he was not ‘opposing: the 
American plan, but felt that other 
inteersted nations such as India 
and New Zealand should be heard 
before final decision. 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, British 
delegate, said his Government had 
no objections to the American pro- 
posal, but favored delay until con- 
clusion of the Japanese peace 
treaties. He added that he would 
not oppose the will of a Council 
majority. 

China then joined in approval 
of the United States plan, previ- 
ously supported by Russia, which 
would designate the United States 
as sole administrator. 

Cadogan said “Britain 


is of 


course entirely agreeable in prin- 
ciple to the United States Gov- 
ernment ultimately becoming the 
administering authority in respect 
of these territories, It might be 
argued, however, that it is not 
strictly within the competence of 
the Sectrity Council under the 
charter to approve a trusteeship 
agreement for these islands at 
this stage.” 

He emphasized the “strictly le- 
gal” nature of Britain’s hesitation 
about the American trusteeship 

lan, He argued that, while the 

nited States now carries out the 
functions of government in the 
islands, it is still a fact that the 
mandatory power is de jure Ja- 
pan.”

This official told a representa-

Sviridov, in a conference with 
Col. John H. Scopes Jr., United 
States military mission executive 
officer, denied he had ordered the 
suppression. Col. Scopes said that, 
before he could finish asking 
Sviridov about it, Sviridov inter- 
rupted and disavowed responsibil- 
ity, saying the action was taken 
by the Hungarian Government. 

Sviridov is commander of the 
Russian occupation forces and 
acting chairman of the Allied Con- 
trol Council for Hungary. A copy 
of the United States protest was | 
delivered to him Wednesday by 
Brig. Gen. George H. Weems of 
Dickson, Tenn. 

Several Hungarian newspaper 
men said members of the Commu. 
nist-dominated political police had 
visited all newspapers and warned 
editors not to print the note. 

A smallholder official said 
leaders, who at first proclaimed 
their party strengthened, today 
were of the opinion that the note, 
if it accomplished anything, would 
only make the Communists more 
violent in their demands.

FIRE SWEEPS DECK 
OF LINER BERTHED 
BY QUEEN ELIZABETH 


John Ericsson at New York 
Pier—Seaman Overcome 
by Smoke. 


NEW YORK, March 7 (AP)— 
Fire swept the promenade deck of 
the United States liner John 
Ericsson late today as passengers 
were going aboard the Queen 
Elizabeth on the other side of the 
pier 90, at which both vessels were 


docked. 

An hour after the first 108000 
only one casualty had been re- 
ported. A seaman was overcome 
by smoke. The fire was reported 
under control, at 4 p.m. 

Although the Coast Guard said 
it had ordered the Queen Eliza- 
beth moved to the middle of the 
Hudson river as a precautionary 
measure; Cunard-White Star offi- 
cers said the British liner would 
remain at its berth until sailing 
time, 4:30 p.m. 

Six Coast Guard and city fire- 
boats joined fire aparatus fighting 
the blaze. Most of the Ericsson 
was obscured by smoke that also 
covered the Elizabeth. 
Fire Commissioner Frank 
Quayle said the fire aboard the 
20,067-ton Ericsson was caused by 
a short circuit, Men on the ship 
said the fire apparently started 
near the bridge. 

Crew members were aided in 
fighting the blaze by longshore 
men and pier guards who manned 
pier hoses. The pier hoses’ pres- 
sure was so low by the time city 
firemen arrived that streams of 
water barely trickled across to 
ship portholes police reported. 

The Ericsson, formerly the 
Swedish liner Kungsholm, was 
taken over by the United States 
Government Dec. 13, 1941, for use 
as a troopshipe. It recently was 
taken over by United States Lines 
for the Maritime Commission. It 
was due to sail tomorrow with 
435 passengers for Cobh, Eire, 
Southampton and Le Havre.

Three Pittsburgh contractors told 
a House Labor Subcommittee yes- 
terday that a five-month-old beer 
haulers’ dispute halted construc- 
tion on more than $6,000,000 worth 
of building contracts at three 
breweries.

Prices Still Going Up.

Its index of commodity prices 
in wholesale markets increased 
1.5 per cent in the week ended 
March 1 to the highest level since 
1920. 

The index stood at 146.4 per 
cent of the 1926 base period, up 
43 per cent in a month and 36 
per cent in the last year. Food 
prices averaged 3.1 per cent high- 
er in the week and 55.2 per cent 
higher than the year before. 

Meat prices increased sharply, 
with pork up more than 10 per 
cent, largely reflecting decreased 
hog shipments. 


Prices Outstripping Buying Power 


The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics said in effect that price 
advances are outstripping con- 
sumer buying power—particularly 
of salary and wage earners.

The former Washington Univer- 
sity law school dean began the 
reading of his utter dissent by 
quoting the late Justice Holmes 
to the effect that “great cases like 
hard cases make bad law.” Like 
his recent dissent in the New 
Jersey school transportation case, 
his opinion was made heavier by 
lengthy footnotes and historical 
citations. Much of his argument 
was devoted to procedural objec- 
ions,” against the continental sys- 
tem of compounding criminal pro- 
ceedings with civil adjudications,” 
as he phrased it. 

“Our tradition is exactly the 
contrary, and few would main- 
tain that this has had no part in 
8 about the difference er- 
isting today for individual free- 
dom here and in Europe.”

There was no clear indication 
which side, if either, would take 
the initiative, although one oper- 
ator spokesman here said he 
thinks it will be up to Lewis, 

Some action by the Government 
may be necessary to bring the 
parties together. 

The operators themselves were 
divided. Southern producers broke 
away from the National Bitumi- 
nous Negotiating Committee last 
Dec. 19, in disagreement over is- 
suing a statement expressing will- 
ingness to bargain with Lewis.

To under- 
stand them, it is necessary to 
carry over into peacetime the 
game sort of global thinking about 
widely scattered fronts that we 
learned during the war. Only by 
visualizing continents rather than 
countries can anyone work out 
the pattern of American policy in

No Fascistic Dictatorship. 

In this speech, while upholdin

and other democracies would not 
permit Communistic and Fascistic 
dictatorships to get a foothold in 
this hemisphere. His warning 


was: 
“Non-intervention doés not and 
cannot mean indifference to what 
goes on beyond our borders. Events 
in one country may have a pro- 
found effect in other countries. 
The community of nations feels 
concern at the violation of ac- 
cepted principles of national be- 
havior by any one of its neighbors. 
The lawlessness of one nation may 
threaten the very existence of the 
law on which all nations depend.” 
At the Baylor University cere- 
monies yesterday the President 
gave further reasons why the dem- 
ocratic procedures were superior 
to the communistic or dictatorial. 
Here again he was trying to fos- 
ter the democratic processes in 
other countries when he said: 
“There is one thing that Amer- 
leans value even more than peace. 
It is freedom. Freedom of wor- 
ship—freedom of speech—and free- 
dom of enterprise. It must be 
true that the first two of 
freedoms are related to the 
n International Trade.

voice in the international councils. 

Few, if any, officials in Wash- 

will talk publicly about our 
military objectives. This is under- 
standable. Although our diploma- 
tic and military leaders must plan 
all eventualities, they cannot sin- 
gie out potential enemies. 

The objectives, however, were 
implicit)in the recent speeches, re- 
ports and actions, which touched 
on economic and political topics. 

President's Warning. 

Thus, in his speech in Mexico 
City this week, President Truman 
‘ealled on the Latin American dem- 
ocracies to shun Kremlin propa- 


ganda. 

“We are united by more than 
the common procedures and agen- 
cies of inter-American co-opera- 
tion. All our peoples have a com- 
mon belief which we call ‘democ- 
racy. Democracy has a spiritual 
foundation because it is based 
upon the brotherhood of man. We 


believe in the dignity of the in- 


dividual. We believe that the 


function of the state is to pre- 


serve and promote human rights 
and fundamental freedoms. We 
believe that the state exists for 
the benefit of man; not that man 


exists for the benefit of the state. d 


Everything else that we mean by 
the word ‘democracy’ arises from 
this fundamental conviction. We 
believe that each individual must 
have as much liberty for the con- 
duct of his life as is compatible 
with the rights of others. To put 
this belief into practice is the es- 
sential purpose of our laws. 
“We know that the maximum 
freedom and dignity of the indi- 
vidual cannot be attained under 
a dictatorship. Freedom and dig-

private buyers and sellers, under 
conditions of active competition, 
and with proper saf rds against 
the establishment of monopolies 
and cartels. Under such a system, 
buyers make their purchases, and 
sellers make their sales, at what- 
ever time and place and in what- 
ever quantities they choose, rely- 
ing for guidance on whatever 
prices the market may afford. 
Goods move from country to coun- 
try in response to economic oppor- 
tunities. Governments may im- 
post tariffs, but they do not dic- 
tate the quantity of trade, the 
source of imports, or the destina- 
tion of exports.

“This is the @sence of free 
enterprise. 

“The pattern of trade that is 
least conducive to freedom of en- 
terprise is one in which decisions 
are made by governments. Under 
such a system, the quantity of pur 
chases and sales, the source 
imports and the destination of ex- 
ports are dictated by public offi- 
cials. In some cases, trade may 
be conducted by the state, In 
others, part or all of it may be left 
in private hands. But, even so, the 
trader is mot free. Governments 
make all the important choices 
and he adjusts himself to them as 
best he can.” 5

ternational Trade Organization— 
of which Soviet Russia is not a 
member.

What Gen. Hodge Said. 

Similar implications that the 
United States should create condi- 
tiong to encourage the democra- 
cies were contained in the reliéf 
report former President Hoover 
ma on the American-British 
zones in Germany and in a speech 
that Lt. Gen. John R. Hodge, com- 
mander of American forces in 
Korea, made at the National 
Press Club this week. ‘ 

Gen. Hodge, who has one of the 
most difficult tasks of any mili- 
tary commander, told his audience 
that he had “some hope” for 
breaking the deadlock with Rus- 
sia over the unification of Korea 
“if American foreign policy is 
given united support at home.” 
He added that “when, the Rus- 
sians realize our people back our 
foreign policy, they will be easier 
to talk to.” 

This brings up another point 
that world-minded leaders of both 
parties have discussed privately 
in Washington. That is the neces- 
sity that this country set an ex- 
ample of unity for the other coun- 
tries, politically, economically, in- 
ustrially and socially.

Hopes for French Treaty. 
I am often told that Czechoslo- 
vakia lies between the West .and 
the East and that we should 
bridge them. Actually, in fact, 
we are between Russia and Ger-, 
many; Russia, with whom we 
have never had a quarrel, in our 
dramatic and important history, 
and Germany, with whom Wwe have 
had nothing but quarrels from 
time immemorial. Our alliance 
with the Soviet Union has as its 
central pillar, joint defense against 
future German aggression. The 
declaration publighed Feb. 14 after 
my agreeme with M. Bidault 
(the French.’ Foreign Minister) 
has the same aim and so will 
the treaty which I hope my 
government will conclude with 
France in the near future. 

France, as Germany's western 
neighbor, and Czechoslovakia, as 
Germany’s eastern neighbor, have 
vital common interests regarding 
Germany. Although France de- 
cidedly favors the federation plan 
and we have our doubts about it, 
we were fully and absolutely unan- 
imous on the necessity of control 
and security. : 

Concerning the Ruhr and the 
Rhineland, we understand readily 
France's worries and anxieties 
based on both ancient and recent 
shocking experiences. If control 
and security are achieved, then 
the question of federalization — 
of its 
present importance and I am sure 
a way will be found by the Big 
Four and the rest of the nations 
satisfactory to all.

If Germany goes down, then 
much if not most of the rest of 
Europe goes with ft, the Adminis- 
tration believes, and the world as 
a whole can’t prosper if Europe is 
ruined. 

Marshall had arrived at this 
major policy decision—with Presi- 
dent Truman’s blessing—even be- 
fore the present crisis. developed 
in Greece and the Middle East. 

That crisis has strengthened 
Marshall’s conviction that the 
United States must pursue a posi- 
tive policy in Centra] Europe. 


Final Goal for Reich. 


The final goal of American pol- 
icy on Germany is a Reich that 
would have the following charac- 
teristics: 

1. The new Germany should 
be peaceful—it should want 
peace, and it should be too weak 
to make war. 

2. The Reich should be self- 
supporting—it should not de- 
pend for its existence on sub- 
sidies from somebody else. 

3. The new Germany should 
be unified—it should not be di- 
vided into two or more inde- 
pendent “Germanys.” 

4. The Reich should have a 
federal form of government, not 
a centralized one. 

5. The Reich should be demo- 
cratic. 

6. Germany must not become 


in a struggle for power between 
Russia and the Western Allies. 


Policy On Major Points. 

How is this kind of a Germany 
to be created? 

Here is United States policy on 

each of the major questions of the 
German peace settlement which 
will come up at Moscow. 
' DISARMAMENT—This must be 
completed, and Germany must be 
kept disarmed for at least a gener- 
ation. The United States has a four- 
point program for accomplishing 
this: (1) Relative small forces of 
garrison troops would carry out 
general occupation “police duties” 
and security missions; (2) Teams 
of expert technicians, engineers, 
and scientists would keep watch 
on German factories for violations 
of disarmament regulations; (3) 
an international mobile striking 
force woul stand by—possibly 
just outside the Reich—to punish 
German violators; (4) the United 
States, Britain, France and Rus- 
sia would sign a 25-year or 40-year 
treaty for enforcement of German 
disarmament. 

DENAZIFICATION — This pro- 
cess must be finished as soon as 
possible, to put an end to uncer- 
tainty and to make available for 
useful labors such men as are 
found innocent of major offenses. 
Many “smal] fry” offenders should 
be freed. 

PRODUCTION — Every effort 
must be made to increase peace- 
able German production enough 
for the country to be able to sup- 
port itself on a standard of living 
about as good ag the continental 
European average, 

REPARATIONS Germany 
must not be called on to pay rep- 
arations out of current production, 
Every bit of Germany production 
for years to come will be needed

Mr. Gromyko’s Atomic Control 
Delegate Gromyko told the United Nations 


Security Council that the Soviet Union wants 
“strict international control and inspection of 


atomic energy.” What did he mean by that? 


It depends entirely on how he pleases to define 


his terms. When he and other representatives 


of Moscow refer to “democracy” they mean,, as 


they define it, Communism. When Mr. Gro- 


myko refers to “strict international control and 
inspection of atomic energy,” does he mean 
what the United States Government means? 
This Government’s meaning has been stated 
plainly and fully in the Uilienthal-Acheson re- 
port. An ſnternational agency, to be owned 
jointly by all the participating nations, and to 
have a staff drawn ‘from all of them, ig to be 
set up. This agency is to control world supplies 


of uranium and thorium, the raw materials of . 


atomic energy. It is to conduct all mining oper- 
ations for these dangerous minerals. It is to 
own and operate all refineries for the reduc. 
tion of uranium and thorium, It is to conduct 
61717171 men, 
_ energy. 

The international agency is pa have the au- 
thority to license plants in the various nations 
for non-dangerous opefations in atomic energy 
It is to prescribe the rules and regulations 
under which these plants would operate. It is 
to have the right of access to all nations for its 
inspectors to police these plants, and for its 
geologists and mining engineers to make surveys. 

Every one of the functions described in the 
Lilienthal-Acheson report is essential, at the 
very minimum, to insure that no nation is vio- 
lating the rules and so threatening the peace 
of the world. The omission of any one of the 
functions set forth in the report could be ex- 
ploited by a would-be aggressor nation to make 
international control and inspection completely 
meaningless. 

Let us see what Mr. Gromyko means by “in- 
ternational control and inspection” when he gets 


‘down to defining it. The. international agency 


could not have exclusive right of production and 
research in the dangerous phases of atomic 
energy. It could not possess establishments in 
various countries.” It could not control, by 
license, the operation of plants for non-danger- 
ous operations in atomic energy. It could not 
have the right of unlimited inspection of equip- 
ment and operation of these plants. It could 
not have anything to do with mining and mill- 
ing operations in any country. 

Under the “international control and inspec- 
tion” defined by Mr. Gromyko, any nation that 
wanted to make war could mine thorium and 
uranium, refine it, produce atomic bombs, stock- 
pile them, and, at its convenience, loose them 
on the world—and there would be no single 
point in that whole long deadly process at 
which any international organization could say 
it nay, or even find out what it was doing.

In recent months newspapers, magazines 
and Government reports have printed con- 
vincing facta regarding the shortage of 
qualified teachers. The prospects of get- 
ting enough good teachers in the next dec- 
ade are poor, The fact is that many able 
young persons now in training, who under 
proper conditions would prefer to teach, 
are rejecting teaching as a career. 


alary is an issue, but there are about . 


1 additional reasons why young peo- 
ple turn away from teaching. Most of 
5 relate to the working conditions of 
teachers. . 
These various reasons why teaching fails 
to attract as many able young people as 


the schools need are listed in the follow- 


ing bill of rights for teachers: 

1. The right to teach classes that are not 
too „ from 10 to 20 pupils. 
The average olass sine in the schools of 
the armed forces for more than 12,000,000 
men and women was less than one-half of 
the actual class size of civilian schools in 
our métropolitan areas. Individual atten- 
tion and proper guidance cannot be given 
by a teacher with oversized classes. 


Half the Time Wasted 


2. The right to have time in the school 
day for ning. It is not sensible for a 
teacher to operate hour after hour with- 
out a plan. Moreover, it is a waste of pub- 
lic funds. Wise observers of high school 
instruction have stated time and again 
that more than half of the pupil's time is 

wasted. 

Surely the public will want to n 's a 
teacher of 100 pupils three hours a day for 
planning if by so doing 50 hours of his 
pupils’ time can be put to better use. 

3. The right of a 45-hour week. In gen- 
eral, the teacher’s week should include 15 
hours of teaching, 15 hours of planning and 
pupil guidance and 15 hours devoted to 
sponsoring extracurricular’ activities, par- 
ticipating in community activities’ and 
grading pupils’ written work. No one 


“knows the average number of hours per 


week for all teachers,. but it is probably 
much closer to 70 hours a week than 45 


Pay for the Full Yea: 
4. The right to an adequate amount of 


‘helpful and constructive supervision. In 


many of the schools of the armed forces 
an instructor was supervised from 40 to 60 
per cent af the time that he taught 


It is uneconomical to operate schools 
without good supervision. An otcasional 
brief visit, inspectional in character, is in 
many cases unfair to teachers The teacher 
who day after day does a good job finds 
it difficult to maintain morale. 

B. The right to adequate compensation 
for the full year of 52 weeks. The average 
annual salary of public school teachers, 
principals, supervisors and other instruc- 
tional staff for the year 1944-45 was esti- 
mated at $1786, more than $1000 less than 
the figures used for bargaining purposes 
in strikes that threatened the nation's 
economy. 

Many of our best prospects for teach- 
ing are attracted by better paid jobs in in- 


sons who never 


dustry, in commerce and in the other pro- 
fessions.. Society is unwittingly paying @ 
devastating penalty when it employs per- 
should teach children 
merely because they are cheaper than good 
teachers, 

6. The right to have good materials and 
enough of them. The Army and Navy op- 
erated schools at a cost per student sev- 
eral times as large as the average spent 
per pupil in civilian achools. Some of the 
schools of the armed forces had magnifi- 
cent classrooms and laboratories such as 
teachers in civilian schools can scarcely 
imagine. 


Too often a teacher is expected to per- 


form miracles, without the materials need- 
ed for effective work. Of especial impor- 
tance are such audio-visual materials as 
are genuinely useful and readily available. 


Classrooms Like Jails 


7. The right to work in a room that, with 
the help of the students, can be made pleas- 
ant and appropriate to the task to be 
learned. Some industries have demon- 
strated that efficiency can be increased by 
the right working conditions. Too many 
classrooms give the impression of being 
places of detention, with little to suggest 
what the group is trying to do. 

8. The right to the same personal liber- 
ties which other respectable citizens as- 
sume for themselves as a matter of course. 
A community may well expect decency and 
idealism of its teachers, but it has no right 
to scrutinize every petty detail of their 
personal lives. 

It is unwise for parents to annoy teach- 
ers with trivialities. By doing so, they 
turn colorful, vigorous personalities away 
from the teaching profession and thus de- 
prive their own children of teachers who 
might provide strong leadership for high 
ideals. 

9. The right to an internship. No insti- 
tution of teacher education can turn ou“ 
a finished product. Yet: seldom is the be- 
ginning teacher given a light assignmen* 
and an adequate amount of supervision, 


Lost in the Profession 


The idea of internship, so vital in med- 
ical education, has long been advocated in 
teacher education and is generally ap- 
proved, but seldom found in practite, 

10. The right to keep from being lost in 
the profession. Many excellent teachers 
are lost in the vast numbers who, with rel- 
atively little ability, training and experi- 
ence, come and go To no small degree 
the gifted teacher is always in competi- 
tion with all newaqgmers, however incom- 
petent. Even the members of a strong 
school’ board may not be aware that they 
have especially fine teachers in their 
schools, 

Mere financial rewards are not sufficient 
to: maintain morale. A good teacher has 
the right to be identified by professional 
recognition that will strengthen his hand 
in dealing with the public and the pupil.

Taft was chiefly instrumental in 
elevating Reece to the chairman- 
ship. For 25 years before he be- 
came chairman of his party, 
Reece held the congressional seat 
in the extreme east corner of 
Tennessee.

Chairman Hick- 
enlooper has been eminently fair- 
minded and endlessly patient in 
conducting the marathon hearings 
into David Lilienthal’s confirma- 
tion. Sometimes it seemed he 
was almost, too patient. 

Above all, it highlights the posi- 
tion of Senator Vandenberg. Be- 
fore this controversy developed, 
Vandenberg's task was already 
heavy. Now, for the time at least, 
it is doubly so, 

Senator Vandenberg can hardly 
avoid the responsibility of leader- 
ship that is now put up to him. 
Taft's attack was, in effect, an at- 
tack on the atomic policy of the 
United States and therefore on 
the foreign policy of the United 
States. It seemed to be part of 
the carefully planned maneuver, 
now increasingly evident, to re- 
turn control over the wartime 
atomic energy project to military 
men and therefore to reserve it as 
a weapon for war. 

The Lilienthal decision is more 
crucial than anyone could possi- 
bly have imagined when McKellar 
first began his grudge fight. Be- 
cause it touches so many phases 
of policy, it has revealed the in-

The controlling difference is, as 
the White Paper puts it for 
Britain, that “We have not 
enough resources to do all that 
we want to do. We have barely 
enough to do all that we must do. 
Whether we reckon in manpower, 
coal, electricity, steel or national 
production as a whole, the con- 
clusion is unavoidable.” 


What Britain Must Do. 


What Britain must do is to ex- 
port enough to pay for three- 
quarters of the food she must im- 
port, and of the raw materials she 
meeds for herself and for the 
manufactures that she must ex- 
port. The Canadian and American 


credits, and some invisible income, | 


will for the next two or three 
years make up the other quarter. 


The question is how much eco- 
nomic freedom—as we understand 
it—can a country in this position 
afford? It is evident at once that 
it cannot afford to allow the peo- 
ple freedom to buy abroad. It has 
to control and ration its imports; 
otherwise Britons will buy more 
than the nation has American and 
Canadian money to pay with, and 
individuals will buy goods which 
they would like to have rather 
than those goods which the whole 
nation most needs. 

Only the absolute necessities can 
be imported. They will be scarce, 
the supply will be less than the 
demand. Therefore, the British 
cannot afford to allow themselves 
the freedom to consume—the free- 
dom to buy as much of anything 
as they have British money to pay 
with. They have to ration them- 
selves. Therefore, they cannot al- 
low their producers and shopkeep- 
ers freedom to sell at a free mar- 
ket price. They have to fix prices.

Importance of Manpower. 


“Balanced national production 
requires a big increase in the labor 
force of some industries and lim- 
itation of the expansion of others, 


The need for more miners dom- 
inates the whole scene. Our food 
position depends upon more work- 
ers in agriculture. The housing 
program depends upen more work- 
ers in the building materials in- 
dustries, as well as upon timber. 

“The clothing ration depends up- 
on more workers in the cotton and 
woolen industries; the supply .of 
cups and saucers upon more work- 
ers in the pottery industry. On 
the other hand, further expansion 
in the number of building work- 
ers, or in the number of engineer- 
ing workers, would threaten to 
cause under- employment for lack 
of materials. 


“Now that direction of labor has 
been abandoned, there is no single 
measure which the Government 
can adopt to bring about these ad- 
justments. The problem of certain 
under-manned industries can be 
greatly eased by the introduction 
of new machinery and by the pro- 
vision of better amenities for the 
workers in them. Ag much as pos- 
sible is being done on these lines. 
But these are for the most part 
measures which cannot yield quick 
results.” 


It goes on to say that “the ideal 
distribution of manpower would 
involve changes of such magni- 
tude that it would be impossible 
to bring them about by any means 
short of complete war-time direc- 
tion.” That meant in Britain the 
compulsory regimentation of all 
labor—a measure which we never 
resorted to. 

It is difficult to see how the 
British people can meet their eco- 
nomic deficiencies and maintain 
the essentials of free labor—unless 
they receive more help from us 


than they have been promised.

Basis for Policy. 

The policy on Germany which 
Marshall has hammered out for 
the Moscow conference goes back 
to Pearl Harbor.

Some of the ablest men in the 


department have been working on 
the problem ever since. They 
have called in outside experts to 
advise them on many phases of 


the settlement, and scores of spe- 


cial studies have been prepared 
on the various aspects of the 
problem. 

The experts have made recom- 
mendations as to what United 
States policy should be on each 
question involved, with thorough- 
ly documented and carefully 
thought-out reasons for each pro- 
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Marshall ordered a sweeping re- 
view of the whole problem, in the 
light of the latest developments, 
when he took office.

Several Phases Listed. 


This work was planned and car- 
ried out in several phases: 


First, the State Department’s 
experts, who had been dealing all 
along with the German problem, 
prepared detailed recommenda- 
tions as to what they thought 
United States’ policy should be. 

Next, these experts laid their 
views before a top-level policy 
committee for review. 

Then this top-level committee 
decided what it thought United 
States’ policy should be, in the 
light of the German experts’ rec- 
ommendations, and passed on its 
views to Marshall. 

The Secretary then made up his 
mind what he thought policy 
should be. 


He thereupon cleared his con- 
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clusions with Truman. 


Finally, Marshall. turned the 
final policy back to his top-level 
advisers ahd had them plan the 
tactics and strategy of carrying 
out the policy at Moscow. 


Which proposals should the 
United States put forward first? 


Which should it hold in reserve 
as counter- proposals to put for- 
ward when other governments 
championed different policies? 


How far could the United States 
safely go in making concessions 
on one point in order to get a 
valuable concession from the Al- 
lies ~ another part * the settle- 
ment? 


The top-level 1 worked 
out answers to questions like 
these. They will serve as a guide 
to the Secretary in his negotia- 
tions with the British, French and 


Russian foreign ministers at the 
Moscow sessions.

At San Francisco and ever since, 
I have been repeating that if the 
great powers agree on the funda- 
mentals, then my country and 
other small-nations can look for- 
ward to a tolerable future.

HEN Paul M. Merzog, chairman of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, was about to finish his testimony yesterday before 
the Senate Labor Committee, Senator James E. Murray (Dem.), 
Montana, made a belated appearance and apologized because it had 
not been possible for any of the committee “minority” to be present. 


The “minority” is the pro-labor 
group on the committees, mostly 
Democrats. But no apology was 
needed. Herzog did very well for 
himself, without the protection of 
a friendly Senator. And he did it 
very deftly. 

Illustrative of this may be his 
response to Murray's observation. 

“The majority has been very 
kind to me,” Herzog said. | 

The majority had been kind to 
him, because Senators usually, 
whatever their points.of view may 
be, are disposed to be fair-minded, 
and because if they had attempted 
to match wits with Herzog, they 
would have tangled. with a very 
bright young man. 

For all his smoothness, Herzog 
pulled no punches in assailing the 
batch of bills before the commit- 
tee which would curtail the powers 
of labor unions, 

“Collective bargaining cannot be 
made more effective by weakening 
the protection that lies at its very 
foundation,” he said. 

He spoke of the body of admin- 
istrative and judicial rulings built 
up under that act and said two re- 
sults might come about if it were 
substantially changed. 

At best, he said, there would be 
several years of uncertainty and 
litigation so that the new laws 
might be interpreted. | 

“At worst,” he added, “American 
working men and their represerit- |@ 
atives would so resent destruction 
of the rights they have so recently 
won that work stoppages would 
sweep the country.” 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Otiio, com- 
mittee chairman, was not present 
when Herzog testified. But the 
NLRB chairman came close to 
touching a problem that has been 
troubling Taft.

Atomic Bomb Dramatic Fizzle 
ETRO-GOLDWN-MAYER had a great opporunity with the

The successful test of the first atomic pile in the Uni 
versity of Chicago stadium is overdone for dramatic effect 
and suspense with the lights, whistles and hums of a giant pin- 
ball machine. The picture of the immense technical 
and industrial difficulties which were overcome, with Brian 
Donlevy doing a brisk and incisive portrayal of Maj. Gen. 
Groves, is well presented, So are the Los Alamos test explo- 
sion and the first bombing of Hiroshima so far as theatrical 
effects are concerned. 

But on the whole the movie, although it attempts a docu- 
mentary approach, falls far short of stark realism on the one 
hand, and any intellectual or even dramatically exciting 
philosophical discussion of the immense implications of the 
bomb on the other.

That is funny, of course, but if that were carried 
out completely, his whole role would be eliminated. He plays 
a liaison officer for Gen. Groves as he played Pvt, Hargrave— 
juvenile clear through.

Vegetable Plate 


During Lent, we turn more and 
more to vegetables. A favorite 
with many men — although they 
may deny it, the proof is that 
they order it frequently at res- 
taurants — is a vegetable plate. 
But not just any vegetable plate— 
it must be prepared with an eye 
for color, texture and flavor. 

Here's a good version, Cut the 
top off a tender small green cab- 
bag and soak it for two hours in 
‘salt water, to be sure no unwel- 
come guests lurk in its leaves.

the fatal shooting of Earl Keller, 
*a 16-year-old Negro who had inno- 
cently wandered into the Bronx 
battleground of two feuding mobs 
known as the Rockets and the 
Royals. The background of this 
youth’s death sets the alarming 
pattern for the whole story. 

The Rockets and the Royals are 
mixed gangs of Puerto Rican and 
Negro boys, mostly 13 and 14 years 
old, which formed in an uly, pov- 
erty-ridden section of the Bronx. 


Early in February, as the story 
goes, two members of the Rockets 
had invaded the “territory” of the 
Royals and had “dated” two of the 

„ girl friends. (These 
girls, incidentally, are called “sub- 
debs,” when they run around with 
the 13 to 15-year-olds, and “debs” 
when they graduate and transfer 
the{r favors to the older boys.) 

Word of the clandestine, inter- 


gang romances seeped back to the 
outraged Royals. And, again fol- 


lowing street-corner accounts of 
the incident, a few stalwarts of, 


that gang immediately went out 
and roughed up a few Rockets, 
The cycle was now fully in mo- 
tion. 70 

Several days later, 19 members 
of the Rockets assembled in their 
basement hide-out for what was 
officially called a council of war. 
The mauled members gave their 
report. Then a vote was called. 
Should the gang ignore the af- 
front, or should it “rumble,” which 
means, declare war? The teen- 
aged toughies passed the pack of 
cigarettes around and voted for 
war

style, a delegation of Rockets met 
a group of Royals on a neutral 
corner and gave them this two-

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other was unconscious from an ax 
blow on tHe head.

The two boys who figured in the 
shooting were first held on homi- 
cide charges.

Next, it was necessary to get 
weapons. Some of the gangs are 
always stocked up on zip guns, 
These are made from harmless 
toys used to shoot paper airplanes, 
and are converted into lethal 
Weapons with the insertion of a 
hollow tube—usually part of a 
stolen automobile radio aerial— 
which will project a .22 caliber 
slug. 
The Rockets, however, -had no 
zip guns. So all 19 boys chipped 
in $1 each and, as they told police, 
persuaded a “passing stranger” to 
go into a store and buy a .22 cal- 
iber rifle for them. The police are 
of course suspicious of this story, 
but until now the tight-lipped boys 
have remained true to what they 
gine to be mob tradition and

Having bought the rifle, it was 
necessary tp hide it, for most of 
the parents of these boys are 
hard-working, poor ple always 
on the alert for signs that the 
crime in the tenements around 
them is creeping into their home.

But when an ambulance arrived 
just a few moments later, he al- 
ready was dead. 

An angry crowd circled the pa- 
thetic corpse. One man had seen 
one of the boys on the roof and 
had recognized him. He mentioned 
the boy’s name. Just that, but the 
word was enough to set in motion 
events which made the day even 
blacker in that tense neighbor- 
hood, 

For a group of Keller’s friends 
—not members of any particular 
gang—had heard the name, and 
they roamed the hushed, terror- 
taut street, looking for vengeance. 
In a few moments, they came upon 
the boy’s two older brothers, who 
had had nothing to do with the 
shooting. , 

The two elder boys were lucky 
to come out of it alive. -The mob 
piled on, and when the explosion 
of fury was finally over, one of the 
boys was bleeding badly from a 
stab wound in the chest, and the

„ WHEN WE: ARRIVED in Port- 
land, we found the daffodils 
blooming.

Dr. Peter H. Odegard, the presi- 
dent, tells me that the trend in

Well, the police have complete 
dossiers on these gangs, and 
watch them closely. Various wel- 
fare agencies do their best to pro- 
vide neighborhood play centers, 
and the under-manned schools 
system tries to point the way 
toward civic awareness. 


But the problem will continue as 
long as there are slums, as long 
as 13-year-old boys grow up in a 
neighborhood where carrying a 
weapon is considered a badge of 
honor, and 13-year-old girls get 
their lessons in morality from 
their jaded, soiled sisters of 16. 

One member of the District At- 
torney’s Youth Bureau, which 
takes the cases of all youngsters 
under 16 and tries, whenever pos- 
sible, to save them from the life- 
time stigma of a police record, 
put it this way: 

“After all, kids always have 
formed gangs, It just seems to be 
part of growing up. Our problem 
is to try and determine at what 
point and it’s usually a very 
subtle one—the harmless neigh- 
borhood gang turns into a vicious 
mob.“ 

Ironically, most of these gangs 
form when a bunch of kids start 
to play stick-ball (that automobile- 
dodging perversion of baseball de- 
veloped by boys who have only 
big city streets as their play- 
grounds), Eventually, one stick- 
ball team will challenge another, 
from a different nieghborhood, 
and a zone rivalry develops. 


Then, in shockingly rapid order, 
come the first fist fight, the first 
razor slashing, the first dates with 
the other gang’s girls — and the 
first council of war. 

When the boys have made their 
first showing in the neighborhood 
as ‘bona fida tough guys, they are 
eligible for consideration by the 
older gangs. Sometimes, adult 
criminals will send the kids out 
on “errands,” which might mean 
anything from purse-snatching to 
the burglarizing of parked cars. 
Simultaneously, the girls are in- 
formed that there is a ready mar- 
ket for any merchandise they can 
steal from the crowded counters 
of department stores. 

In such a way, these children 
struggle through the baffling days 
of adolescence. Partly carrying 
out the romantic yearnings of all 
kids, partly rubbing elbows with 
the slimiest products of the adult 


world, they chance upon crime as. 


just another game and find, all 
too often, that they’re playing for 
keeps.

Despite the result, South’s four 
spade bid was not to be con- 
demned—indeed, it is difficult to 
establish the greater logic of any 
other action on South's part. Of 
course he could have doubled four 
hearts, but that was not particu- 
larly attractive. East might have 
had a far longer heart suit, and 
there was no earthly assurance of 
defeating him. 


It is not South’s bidding, how~ 
ever, but West’s silence that con- 
cerns us in this discussion.
